Land 4x5 Film Holder #500 



'• The Polaroid Land Film 
Holder is interchangeable with 
regular film holders. Slide it in 
and you are ready to produce a 
4x5 print and negative in 20 
seconds—outside the darkroom. 


Slip in the film packet until 
it engages, then pull back the 
protective envelope (just like 
pulling out a dark slide). Now 
take the picture in the con¬ 
ventional way. 



O- To process the packet, flip 
down this lever and pull the 
packet out. You don’t have to 
wait to take the next picture; 
you can shoot again immedi¬ 
ately. 


tt- The print and negative de¬ 
velop inside the packet, outside 
the camera. After 20 seconds 
pull the packet apart. If you 
wish, development can wait 
until later.

Picture-in-an-instant Polaroid Land photography is 
available for the users of almost any press and view 
camera (instruments too) designed to use 4x5 cut 
film holders of the lock rib type. Once the holder is in 
the camera, film packet after film packet can be in¬ 
serted and exposed without removing the holder. De¬ 
velopment takes place inside the packet, outside the 
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holder. 

• Fits all press and view cameras with Graphic, 
Graflok and similar backs. 

• No change in film plane — no readjustment of 
rangefinder or ground glass. 

• Weighs only 24 ounces. 

• Three film types available (see reverse side). 

• Film packets can be processed on-the-spot or later. 


• Separate the positive from 
the negative. This can be done 
in the light, no darkroom is 
necessary.

Additional information about the Polaroid® Land 4x5 System 

New Positive/Negative Film 



Type 55 P/N Positive/Negative Film 
produces both a quality print and a fine 
grain negative completely developed out¬ 
side the darkroom in just 20 seconds. 

The negatives produced with this new 
film packet are of exceptional quality 
with resolution suitable for enlargements 
up to 45 times original size with virtually 
no evidence of grain. The positive print 
is of professional quality: good contrast, 
fine grain and long scale. 

Type 55 P/N Positive/Negative Film 
has an ASA equivalent exposure index of 
100 and the emulsion is panchromatic 
Type B sensitization. Negative resolution 
is better than 150 lines per mm. Ex¬ 
posure characteristics are such that a 
properly exposed positive will yield a 


negative which best utilizes the entire 
photographic scale available. For over- 
and under-exposure, latitude is compar¬ 
able to conventional film negatives. 
Because this new Land process com¬ 
pletely uses all of the silver halide in the 
negative, no additional darkroom de¬ 
veloping or fixing is required. Before 
printing, the negative is washed (in room 
light) in a simple chemical bath or plain 
water to remove the developing reagent 
and anti-halation dye. 

Type 55 P/N Film gives the 4x5 pho¬ 
tographer the combined advantages of 
pictures in an instant plus an immedi¬ 
ately available negative with photo¬ 
graphic characteristics superior to con¬ 
ventional films.

Type 52 The Polaroid PolaPan 
Land 4x5 Film Packet has an exposure 
index of 200 ASA equivalent daylight. 
Development time is 10 seconds. It is 
ideal for illustrating catalogs, brochures, 
reports, etc., and lends itself to direct 
reproduction in the engraving process. 
Pictures made with it can be enlarged 2X 
or more without noticeable loss of detail. 
This film is also of great value to the 
commercial photographer for testing ex¬ 
posure in color photography. 


Type 57 The Polaroid 3000 Speed 
Land 4x5 Film Packet has a 3200 ASA 
equivalent daylight exposure index. De¬ 
velopment time is 10 seconds. It is virtu¬ 
ally grain-free with print characteristics 
similar to Type 52. Its ultra-high sen¬ 
sitivity makes it ideal for photographing 
high-speed operations, making pictures in 
low light levels and for available-light 
photography without flash or cumber¬ 
some lighting equipment. It is extremely 
useful for such applications as in-plant 
photography, photomicrography, metal¬ 
lography and oscilloscope trace recording. 



How the system works 


Processing Rollers Pressed Together 



Each packet is an individual exposure 
comprising negative, positive and a de¬ 
veloping pod, all contained in a light-tight 
envelope with a metal cap at one end. 
These three steps show how the system 
works: 



(1) The packet is inserted into holder, 
where metal cap is captured. Envelope is 
then withdrawn to allow the negative to 
be exposed. 
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( 2 ) After exposure, the envelope slides 
back into the holder, where it is re¬ 
captured by the metal cap to form again 
a light-tight enclosure. Processing lever 
on the holder is then moved to the 
“process” position, which closes the 
stainless steel pressure rollers on either 
side of the envelope.

(3) The entire packet is then withdrawn 
through the rollers, which apply pressure 
to the pod of developing reagent and 
spread the reagent in a uniformly thin 
layer between positive and negative. 
Development starts at this point, and 
after the required development time, the 
packet is pulled apart and the positive 
print is separated from the negative.

Film Speed 75 ASA equivalent at 60°-90° F. 

Development Time Approximately 50 seconds at 75° F. 
At lower temperatures, development time should be 
increased. 

Indoor Pictures No correction is needed for electronic 
flash. Blue flashbulbs or a blue shield over white flash¬ 
bulbs should be used. 

Color Temperature Balanced for 6250° K (daylight). 

Reciprocity Characteristics The efficient working range 
of the film is from 1 /10th to 1/1000th of a second ex¬ 
posure. If exposure is longer than 1 /10th second, both 
speed loss and increased yellow densities will be noted 
and blue filtration is recommended. 

No Coating on Finished Picture No coating is used, unlike 
Polaroid Land black-and-white film. The color print comes 
out of the camera ready to be used, but the surface should 
not be touched for a few moments. 

Filter Recommendations: 

Daylight — none. 

Electronic flash — none. 

3200° K tungsten — 80B plus cc 20B (use ASA 12). 
Photoflood — 80B plus cc 20B (use ASA 12).

4" x 5" copy prints (same size as original Type 58 Pola¬ 
color prints). 

5" x 7" enlargements (mounted). 

8" x 10" enlargements (mounted). 

Stability The stability of Polaroid Polacolor Land pictures 
is excellent. Accelerated tests show that at high tempera¬ 
tures, humidity and steady exposure to light, Polaroid Land 
prints hold up at least as well as conventional color posi¬ 
tive prints. But bear in mind that the dyes in Polacolor 
film, like the dyes used in any other type of film, may 
change their color or fade in time. Strong sunlight and 
skylight are the most damaging.
